General Pershing has 
said that he does not want him, and 
in the second place, General Persh­ 
ing’s disinclination 
to have General 
Wood sent over is only too well found­ 
ed. 
Wherever

there is controversy 
and 
conflict of 
judgment. 
On this side of the water 
we can take 
care 
of things of that 
sort, because the fighting is not being 
done here, but it would be fatal to let 
it go on at or

It must be remembered in this connec­ 
tion that when General Pershing was call­ 
ed upon to take command of the overseas 
forces he was given supreme authority 
there and was assured by 
the

And he did object to

This will settle once and for all a ques­ 
tion out of which the foes and critics of Mr.

The letter does more than that, however.

might easily and justifiably have let Gen­ 
eral Pershing bear the whole responsibility 
for a decision sure to stir wrath.

He makes 
known Pershing’s stand, of course, as he 
is bound to do, but he is at pains to de­ 
clare his conviction that Pershing is right. 
The Wood-Wilson episode is cleared up not 
only conclusively, but also in a way thor­ 
oughly satisfactory to Mr. Wilson’s admir­ 
ers.

My answer to those who want to 
investigate me is this; have we not 
a right to our food and drink? Have 
we not a right to take a Christian 
wife about with us, like the rest of 
the apostles and the Lord s brothers 
and Cephas? Or is it only Barnabas 
and I that have no right to give up 
working for a living? W hat soldier 
ever pays his expenses out of his 
own pay? Who plants vineyards and 
does not eat any of the grapes Who 
tends a flock and does not get any 
of the milk? Am I saying only what 
j men say? 
Does not the Law' say so 
| too? 
For in the Law of Moses it 
| roads “You shall not muzzle an ox 
that is treading on the grain.” 
Is 
i it about the oxen that God is con- 
! cerned? 
Is he not clearly speaking 
I in our interest? 
Of course this law 
j was written in our inerest because 
! the plowman ought to plow' and the j 
thrasher to thresh, in the expecta- J 
I lion of sharing in the crop, 
if it I 
was we who sowed the spiritual seed I 
! among you, is it too much if we 


j reap material benefits from you? If j 
j others enjoy such rights over you, I 
* have we not a still better claim? 
* But, you say, we have never availed 
] ourselves of this right. 
No, we will 
stand anything rather than put any 
I hindrance in the way of the good 
( news of the Christ. 
Do you not 
j know that those who do the work 
about the Temple get their living 
, from the Temple, and those w*ho at 
| tend to the altar divide the sacr 
flees with the altar? 
In just that 
w'ay the Lord directed that those 
who preach the good news should 
get their living from it. 
But I have 
not availed myself of any of these 
rights. 
And I am not writing this 
now so that I may become an illus­ 
tration of this; I had rather die than 
do that. 
No one shall deprive me 
of this boast of mine. 
As far a* 
preaching the good news is concern­ 
ed that is nothing for me to boast 
I of, for I cannot help doing it. 
For 
I I am ruined if I do not preach. For 
if I do it of my own accord, I have 
my pay, but if I do it because I 
must, it is still a responsibility that 
T am charged with. 
W hat pay then 
do I get? Why , that in my preach­ 
ing I can offer the good news with­ 
out cost, and so not take full ad­ 
vantage of my rights as a preacher. 
Though I am free from anyone's 
| control, I have made myself every- 
f one s slave so 
to win over all the 
I more. 
To Jews I have become like 
. a Jew, to 
win Jews over; to men 
; under the 
Law I have become like 
a man under the Law, though I am 
not myself under the Law so as to w in 
over those who are under the Law. 
To those who have no law' I have be­ 
come like a man without auy law— 
though I am without the law of God, 
hut uder the law of Christ—so as 
to win over those who are without 
any law'. 
To the overscrupulous I 
have become overscruplous, so as to 
win the ovescruplous; I have be­ 
come every thing to everbody, so as 
by all means to save some of them. 
Aud I do it a1! for the sake of the 
good news, so that I may share in 
its blessings along with the rest. 
Do you not know' that in a race 
j the runners all compete, hut only 
! one wins the prize? That is the way 
! you must run, so as to w in. 
Any 
man who enters an athletic contest 
goes into strict training, to win a 
wreath that will soon wither, bitt 
the one we compete for will never 
wither. So that is tho way I run, un­ 
swervingly. Thiat is the way I fight 
not punching the air. 
But I beat 
and bruise my body and make it my 
slave, so that after 
I have 
called 
others to the contest I may not be 
disqualified myself. 
For I would not have you forget, 


brothers, that though our forefathers 
were all protected by the cloud, and 
all passed safely through 
the 
sea, 
and in the cloud and the sea all, as 
it were, accepted baptism us follow­ 
ers of Moses, and all ate the same 
supernatural food 
and 
drank 
the 
same supernatural 
drink—for they 
used to drink from a supernatural 
rock which attended them, and the 
rock was really Christ—still most of 
them disappointed 
God, 
for 
they 
were struck down in the desert. 
Now these things happened to warn 
us. so that we should not long for 
what is evil as they did. 
You must 
not become idolaters, 
like some .of 
them , for the Schipture says, “The 
people sat down to eat and drink 
and got up to dance.” 
Let us not 
practice immorality, 
like 
some 
of 
them, 
twenty-three 
thousand 
of 
whom fell dead in one day. Let us 
not try the Lord’s patients too far, 
as some of them did, for they were 
killed for it by 
the 
snakes. 
You 
must not grumble, as some of some 
of them did, for they were destroyed 
for it by the destroying angel. These 
things happened to them as a warn­ 
ing to others, but they were writ-, 
ten to instruct us, in whose day* 
the ages have reached their cilmax- 
So the man who thinks he can 
stand must be on his guard against 
a fall. 
It is superhuman tempta­ 
tion that you have had. 
And God 
can be depended on, not to let you 
be tried beyond your strength, but 
when temptation comes, to give you 
a way out of it, so that you can with­ 
stand it. 
Therefore, my dear brothers, have 
nothing to do wdth the worship of 
idols. I appeal to your good sense. 
Make up your minds about what I 
say. 
Does not the consecrated cup 
which we bless mean that in drink­ 
ing it we share in 
the 
blood 
of 
Christ? Does not the bread that we 
break mean that in eating it we 
share in the body of Christ? 
Be­ 
cause there is one loaf, we, many 
as we are, are one body, for we all 
share the one loaf. 
Think of the 
Israelites’ practice. 
Do not those 
who eat what is sacrificed have 
divine fellowship at 
the 
sacrifice 
I altar- W hat am T saying then? That 
there is any such thing as being of­ 
fered to an idol, or any such thing 
as an idol? No, hut that what the 
heathen sacrifice they offer to de­ 
mons and not to God, and I do not 
I want you to have fellowship with de- 
j mons. 
You cannot drink the cup of 
J the Lord and the cup of demons, 
| You cannot eat at the table of the 
j Lord and at the table of demons. Or 
are we trying to arouse the Lord to 
jealousy? Are we stronger than he 
is? 
We are free to do anything, hut 
not everything is good for us. 
We 
j are free to do 
anything, 
but 
not 
everything builds up character. 
No 
one should look after his own ad van* 
J tage but after that of his neighbor. 
Eat anything for sale in the meat 
market without raising any question, 
as far as conscience, for the earth 
! and everything in it belongs to the 
i Lord. 
If one of the heathen invi­ 
tes you to his house, and you wish 
to go, eat whatever is served, with­ 
out raising any question, as far as

HOT soup is ever welcome for 
dinner,

Onion Soup With Eggs.—Cut up 
six white onions very thin and fry 
in a tablespoonful of butter until 
brown. 
Add a quart of water and 
a pint of milk. season with one tea­ 
spoonful of salt, a dash of cayenne, 
four beaten egg yolks, a bit of mace 
and a teaspoonful of sugar. 
Cook 
slowly for an hour and strain, add 
a cupful of cream and a tablespoon­ 
ful of flour mixed with the cream; 
cook until the starch Is well cooked. 
Add the egg yolks at the last just 
before serving. 
Eggs Dt Lesseps.—Saute the eggs 
in a pan with a small amount of 
butter, taking care not to break the 
egg yolks. 
Place them on a hot 
platter and dust with salt; brown 
butter In a frying pan, adding a 
teaspoonful of vinegar to four eggs 
and one teaspoonful of parsley fine­ 
ly minced. Serve with boiled calves’ 
brains sauted in butter, then pour 
the sauce over the eggs and brains. 
Chicken Baked In Milk.— Take a 
nice fat fowl one year old, cut up as 
for frying, season well, roll in sea­ 
soned flour and put Into a hot fry­ 
ing pan with sweet fat to brown.

ing pan and cover with fresh milk. 
Place in a slow oven and cook until 
the chicken is tender and the milk 
and flour cooked down to a rich 
whit© sauce.
